53 ch as are indued with true grace already, yet 
© pray to God ſf1ll for grace. By which grace 
\ they donot entexd a power to dowell if they 
pleaſe , for this they have already, yea, 
they had it before they did actually beleeve, 
and by wvertne of this power did beleeve as our adverſaries 
ſay. The grace then that Gods ſervants pray for ,that they 
may obey God, is an attuall inclination of their will already 
regenerate,tothe effecting of thoſe good deſires, that are in 
their ſouls. Neither muſt we ſupppoſe that their prayers 
aime only at an indefinit power of doing well, but at a cer- 
taine event of ſþirituall power given them by God, 4s ap- 
peares by thoſe frequent expreſsions of the end of their de- 
ſires in ſuch phraſes, as theſe, That we loving that thou 
requireſt may obtain that thou promiſeſt. That we 
may continue thy ſervants , and attain wr romiles. 
That they may ſo pleaſe thee in this world, that inthe 
world to come they may have lite everlaſting. And 
many ſuch like, Their prayers ao ſeek more for the further- 
ance of the will , then for the illumination of the under- 
ſtanding. And of ſuch a will , as is made good already. 
They muſt needs then aime at a greater power of the will to 


- good , anda more effettuall direttion of good thiughts to 


good attions , becauſe they ſeek for a certain effett , which 
they aske in faith,aud God gives in mercy.If they then yet 
pray for effetFual grace,then could they nat be converted at 
the firſt without it. What they pray for let ws now obſerve. 

' _  How- 
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that in the judgement of the Church ts alive itigeace beſo 
imperfect , that he have often need of new ana effettuall 
grace, and help of God togo forward, how much need had 
he then of an eff ettuall work of Gods grace inregenerading 
him, who by the judgement of the ſame Church was dead 
in ſinnes and treſpaſſes before, yea as dead to grace ( for ſo" 
are the words of the Homilies ) as they are tothe world,that © 
want ſouls. It may be thoug ht ſuper fluous to collett (4 mas- 
ny teſtimonies , arvers whereof differ but in words and 
agree in ſence. This have 1 done becauſe of the weight of 
the cauſe , and the rather becauſe the publique doitrin of 
the Church « by ſome ſaid tobe on the other 8. It may 
be ſome few teſtimonies might have been ſlighted, but ſuch 
wartetie, out of ſo many ſeverall records, muſt needs ſhew to 
every indifferent perſon the conſtant aottrin of the Charch 
which way it runs. It may alſo ſtop the monthes of ſuch as 


pretend a few ſeeming and miſconceived places to the cone 


trary. 1 might have made a world of Syllogiſmes , if 1 
would have proceeded ſcholaſtically. But 1 had rather lay 
down the naked dotirin of the Church for learned and un- 
learned to peruſe , reduced to divers heads all tending ts 
one end, and that for the eaſe and better underſtanding of 
the reader. If it be ſaid , that I have ſometimes ſet down 
the ſame words in ſeverall places , the anſwer ts at hand. 
T aid it for ſundry reaſons. One while the place was fruit- 
full, and out of divers words did afford divers reaſons be- 
longing to ſeverall heads. Another while the place could 
not well be underf#00d without coherence , ſo that I was 
compelled to ſet down the words precedent , though I had 
made uſe of them harris Laſtly, ſometimes the words 
were doubtfall to which head they did belong, or rather ſee-. 
med to me tobelong toboth , and ſa have 1 placed them ac- 
cordingly.
